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A  PAGE  OF  LOCAL  HISTORY 

In  a  State  that  was  almost  named  New  Connecticut,  Castleton 
naturally  had  a  good  showing  from  Connecticut  among  its  early 
settlers.  Chartered  in  17  61,  the  town  waited  nine  years  for  its 
first  settlers;  but  by  the  out-break  of  the  Revolution  there  were 
enough  families,  trails,  roads  (or  surveys),  mills,  tanneries,  and 
cleared  land  to  make  pioneer  life  amply  possible  if  not  too  easy. 
Castleton  early  established  churches  and  schools.  The  first  church 
was  organized  in  1784,  and  the  elementary  schools  already  func- 
tioning were  supplemented  in  178  7  by  our  Rutland  County  Gram- 
mar School.  This  institution  was  the  progenitor  of  Castleton 
Seminary  as  the  Seminary  in  turn  of  our  present  State  Normal 
School.  The  trilogy  of  church,  school,  library  is  complete  since 
19  2  8,  when  our  Town  Library  was  housed  in  an  attractive  building. 

In  a  world  at  war,  even  a  one-page  history  can  hardly  ignore 
our  Fort,  especially  as  our  mention  will  present  no  matters  of  in- 
terest to  any  potential  European  enemy.  It  may  safely  be  assumed 
that  the  Records  of  the  Council  of  Safety  and  Governor  and  Council 
of  the  State  of  Vermont  afford  authoritative  information  on  every 
matter  of  record.  It  was  therefore  between  March  12  and  May  14 
of  1781  that  Fort  Warm  was  "erected."  It  stood  fifteen  feet  above 
the  general  level  on  a  three-acre  plateau,  enclosing  within  its  pro- 
tective stockade,  abatis,  and  ditch,  two  dwelling  houses  and  a 
blockade  with  beetling  second  story.  Fort  Warren  had  two  gates, 
and  at  least  one  bastion.  The  bristling  walls  of  Fort  Warren  were 
not  all  that  helped  to  repel  attack — it  had  two  cannon!  Among 
other  important  events  tying  up  with  Fort  Warren,  one  of  the 
most  picturesque  has  to  do  with  the  "Haldimand  Negotiations." 
"Here,"  says  Mary  Spargo,  "Captain  Justus  Sherwood,  of  His 
Majesty's  army  came  ...  to  confer  with  Ethan  Allen."  These  two 
"met  at  the  Fort  .  .  .  ,  Sherwood  resplendent  in  his  red  and  gold, 
and  Allen  bedecked  in  one  of  the  many  colorful  uniforms  he  had  for 
State  occasions,  walked  along  the  road  past  the  Fort"  to  discuss 
matters  requiring  such  diplomatic  handling  that  only  eight  or  a 
dozen  men  in  all  Vermont  were  trusted  to  have  any  part  in  the  ne- 
gotiations. Fort  Warren  retained  its  importance  until  about  1797. 

In  19  41  it  is  a  mere  memory  of  brave  days  when  danger  and 
hardship  knit  our  people  into  a  neighborhood.  Today  the  serenity 
of  our  home-like  hills  is  background  to  a  life  lighted  and  lightened 
by  many  a  device  our  fathers  had  not.  Yet  we  still  use  church  and 
school  as  they  did;  devices  differ  but  essentials  still  make  Castleton 
a  place  of  neighborliness.

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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 

This  spring  of  19  41  marks  the  second  year  of  our  town 
under  the  town  manager  system  and  your  Selectmen  are  more  con- 
vinced than  last  year  that  the  manager  form  of  government  is  an 
improvement  over  the  old  system. 

Robert  E.  Baumberger  continued  as  town  manager  until  De- 
cember, when  he  resigned  to  accept  a  like  position  at  Ludlow,  Vt. 
Your  Selectmen  then  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Davis,  of 
Springfield,  Vt.  Mr.  Davis  comes  to  us  well  recommended,  having 
served  with  the  Vermont  Highway  Dept.  for  ten  years  as  supervisor 
of  contract  work.  Mr.  Davis  is  a  graduate  of  Northeastern  Uni- 
versity, Civil  Engineering  course. 

Business  and  money  conditions  early  in  19  40  indicated  that  it 
would  be  advisable  for  the  town  to  refund  $60,000  of  our  out- 
standing indebtedness.  After  considerable  study  and  investigation, 
we  were  successful  in  selling  our  bond  issue  at  2  y2  %  rate  of  in- 
terest, together  with  a  premium  over  and  above  the  cost  for  legal 
services,  advertising,  etc.  of  $406.  Our  total  outstanding  indebted- 
ness to-day  $57,000,  is  covered  by  these  bonds  upon  which  $3,000 
is  payable  on  December  1st  of  each  year,  with  interest  payable  on 
June  1st  and  December  1st  of  each  year.  We  made  the  first 
$3,000  payment  on  last  December  1st. 

The  year  19  40-41  has  been  a  rather  difficult  year  regarding 
expenses.  As  you  will  remember  in  February  and  March  we  en- 
countered heavy  snow  storms,  during  June  heavy  rains,  causing 
floods,  and  during  December  and  January  the  worst  icy  road  con- 
dition in  our  recollection.  These  have  all  cost  the  town  money  as 
reflected  in  the  report,  and  the  flood  condition  is  not  yet  entirely 
repaired.  This  coming  year  will  see  some  additional  expense  to 
correct  these  damages. 

Regarding  the  icy  condition  of  the  roads,  much  has  been 
spent.  We  have  sanded  more  than  the  other  towns  around  us  and 
yet  many  complain  because  we  have  not  sanded  enough.  If  it  is 
your  desire  for  more  sanding,  more  money  must  be  supplied  for 
this  purpose. 

We  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  some  expenditures  for  the 
coming  year,  that  you  may  act  accordingly  when  voting  a  tax. 

We  will  receive  this  spring  a  bill  from  the  state  for  our  part  of 
the  expense  of  the  new  bridges  on  the  East  Hubbardton  road, 
amounting  to  about  $3200. 

The  vault  at  the  town  clerk's  office  is  not  fire  proof,  and  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  put  this  in  condition.  We  can  be  held 
responsible  for  this  and  you  should  provide  the  money.    We  are 
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investigating  the  cost.  Our  town  clerk  has  notified  us  that  he  will 
hold  the  Selectmen  to  their  duty  in  this  matter.  The  loss  of  re- 
cords would  be  a  very  serious  matter  for  the  town.  Unless  you 
vote  not  to  have  this  condition  corrected,  and  thereby  accept  the 
responsibility,  we  will  attend  to  it  this  spring. 

Sometime  this  spring  we  expect  to  adopt  the  so  called  stamp 
plan  for  the  distribution  of  surplus  commodities  as  recommended 
by  the  Federal  Government.  We  are  informed  that  all  the  neigh- 
boring towns  are  adopting  this  plan.  This  will  require  some  ex- 
pense the  first  year,  but  we  hope  a  saving  on  transportation  of 
commodities  will  result  and  that  in  the  long  run  it  will  be  a  sav- 
ing to  the  town.  It  necessitates  our  using  the  second  floor  of  the 
town  clerk's  office  building,  as  more  room  is  required.  This  will 
mean  an  expense  of  relocating  the  entrance  door,  as  the  stairs  will, 
of  necessity,  be  off  the  west  wall  of  the  room.  This  expense  will 
be  kept  as  low  as  is  consistent  with  having  it  properly  done.  Also 
it  requires  that  we  have  a  safe,  files  etc.  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  surplus  commodity  and  stamp  plan.  The  manager's  office  will 
of  course  be  included  in  this  change. 

We  also  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  that  it  is  again  neces- 
sary to  spend  some  money  on  the  float  bridge.  Mr.  Davis  is  mak- 
ing an  examination  with  the  state  engineers. 

Your  Selectmen  are  in  hopes  that  a  tax  of  $2.20  for  the 
General  Fund  for  the  coming  year  will  be  sufficient  to  care  for  the 
above  expense,  with  the  exception  of  the  float  bridge,  provided  the 
delinquent  taxes  may  be  used  for  current  expense.  Otherwise  it 
will  be  necessary  to  vote  $2.45  or  oblige  the  officers  to  go  into  debt, 
which  we  are  reluctant  to  do. 

It  is  our  desire  and  ambition  to  work  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  town  and  to  keep  the  expenses  as  low  as  possible,  but  there  are 
certain  obligations  and  duties  that  we  are  required  by  law  to  meet, 
and  we  solicit  your  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MANAGER 

The  following  report  covers  the  three  departments  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Town  Manager,  namely  Poor,  Highway  and 
General. 

POOR 

Town  Farm  Inmates — The  Town  pays  twenty  dollars  per  month  for 
each  person's  board  at  the  Town  Farm,  and  makes  extra  pay- 
ments if  an  inmate  is  sick  and  requires  special  care.  At  present, 
there  are  four  inmates  on  the  farm. 

State  Welfare — For  the  Castleton  children  committed  by  the  Courts 
to  State  Department  of  Welfare  for  care,  the  Town  has  to  pay 
one-half  of  the  expense  for  such  care.  The  State  pays  the  other 
half.  For  those  fatherless  families  that  the  State  has  selected 
for  special  aid,  the  Town  has  had  to  pay  one-fourth,  the  State 
one-fourth,  and  the  Federal  Government  one-fourth. 

Outside  Care — Certain  children  have  had  to  be  temporarily  cared 
for  by  the  Town  while  an  adjustment  was  being  made  in  getting 
them  provided  for  by  relatives. 

Legal  Service — For  any  court  committment,  certain  legal  fees  must 
be  paid  by  the  Town. 


Miscellaneous — This  item  represents  small  purchases  that  cannot  be 

classified  in  any  of  the  above  items.

The  State  of  Vermont  has  the  complete  control  and  re- 
sponsibility for  construction  and  maintenance  on  Routes  No.  4  and 
No.  30.     However,  the  Town  is  assessed  for  part  of  the  expense. 

Selected  Roads 

The  Selected  Roads  are  termed  "selected,"  because  they  have 
been  approved  by  the  State  Highway  Department  to  receive  special 
state  aid  money  for  their  construction  and  maintenance.  The  loca- 
tions of  these  roads  are  as  follows: 

Select  No.  1:  Castleton  village  Main  Street  (1.1  miles).  This 
section  of  U.S.  No.  4  must  be  maintained  by  the  Town 
instead  of  the  State,  for  the  reason  that  water  mains  aru 
in  this  section. 

Select  No.  2:  The  Creek  Road,  commencing  at  U.S.  No.  4  in 
Hydeville  and  extending  northwardly  past  Avalon  Beach 
and  West  Castleton  to  Pair  Haven  Town  Line  (4.70 
miles). 

Select  No.  3:  The  East  Hubbardton  Road,  commencing  at  U.S. 
No.  4  at  Langdon's  Corner  and  extending  northwardly 
to  Hubbardton  Town  Line  (5.35  miles). 

Town  Back  Roads 

All  those  public  roads  within  the  Town  that  are  not  on  the  State 
System,  or  not  "Selected,"  are  termed  "back  roads."  Thus,  village 
streets  are  within  this  classification.

HIGHWAY  FUNDS 

Back  Roads 

The  Town  receives  State  aid  in  the  amount  of  $75  per  mile, 
which  is  to  be  spent  as  approved  by  the  State  Highway  Dept.  $25 
of  this  must  be  matched  by  Town  money. 

The  25c  Town  Highway  Tax  was  used  for  the  following  pur- 
poses: 

To  match  the  $25.00-State  back  road  money. 

To  match  $10  per  mile  State  aid  money  used  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  selected  highways. 

To  match  State  Aid  of  $100  per  mile  of  Main  Street  which  is 
required  to  be  used  for  maintenance  of  same. 

To  pay  town's  share  of  State  Aid  resurfacing  money  for  selected 
highways,  about  $225.00. 

For  regular  maintenance  of  Town  highways. 

Selected  Roads 

State  Aid  funds  received  are  as  follows: 

$100.00  per  mile  for  maintenance  of  Main  Street. 

Approximately  $1200.00  for  construction.  This  amount  varies 
from  year  to  year.  If  the  entire  amount  allotted  is  not  spent  in  any 
one  year  it  may  be  used  the  next  year  or  may  be  accumulated  for 
several  years. 

State  aid  resurfacing  fund  amounts  to  $450.00  if  the  Town 
expends  $225.00  of  its  own  funds. 

State  aid  amounting  to  $10.00  per  mile  for  maintenance.

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EXPLANATION  OF  GENERAL  FIND  EXPENSES 

Salaries — Town  Manager's  salary  was  larger  this  year  because  it 
covered  a  full  year. 

Office  Expenses — Clerk's  salary  same  as  above.  Town  Reports  also 
cost  more  due  to  more  pages  in  the  report. 

County  Tax — The  purpose  of  this  tax  is  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  County  Court  House  and  Jail.  The  rate  this  year  is  1  % 
cents. 

Farm  Bureau — This  assessment  is  required  by  law  and  is  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  an  Agricultural  Agent  for  each  county. 

State  Highway — This  assessment  is  required  by  law  and  is  a  State 
assessment  for  maintenance  of  State  Highways.  This  year  we 
pay  $2299.46. 

Elections — This  item  was  larger  this  year  due  to  Primary,  State, 
and  National  Elections. 

Interest  on  Debt — The  Town  now  pays  2  y2  %  on  its  borrowed 
money. 

Insurance  on  Town  Property — The  Fire  Insurance  this  year  was 
$85.08  more  than  last  year  due  to  the  fact  that  a  larger  num- 
ber of  policies  were  renewed. 

Town  Hall — Due  to  the  exterior  repairs  last  year  there  were  only  a 
few  minor  repairs  required  this  year  amounting  to  $75.5  4. 

Town  Farm — There  was  only  $16.56  spent  at  the  Town  Farm  this 
year,  covering  only  very  minor  repairs. 

Crystal  Beach — The  additional  expense  incurred  this  year  was  due 
to  building  a  new  float  and  new  screens  total  $116.49. 

Cemetery  Care — -The  usual  amount  was  spent  this  year  $47.50  for 
cutting  grass  and  weeds  and  clearing. 

Town  Hall  Clocks — The  regular  maintenance  cost  of  $25.7  5. 

Library — The  usual  appropriation  $47  5.00. 

Memorial  Day- — Same  as  above. 

Dog  Damage — This  expense  incurred  by  dogs  killing  more  sheep. 

Police  and  Justice  Fees — Incurred  by  special  police  duty  and  trans- 
fers of  Justice  fees. 
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Lawyer  Fees — These  are  larger  this  year  due  to  bonding  the  debt 
and  tax  sale  of  Williams  Est. 

Health  and  Vital  Stat. — -Reporting  is  less  this  year  due  to  the 
failure  of  Health  Officer  to  present  his  bill. 

Fire  Fighting — $15T.9  8  more  this  year  due  to  one  very  large  fire. 

Highway — Accordindg  to  State  laws  certain  highway  expenses  (all 
work  on  bridges  over  6  ft.  span)  must  be  paid  out  of  General 
Fund. 

Flood  Damage — Due  to  the  series  of  floods  last  Spring  the  "weak 
spots"  in  the  drainage  facilities  of  the  Town  back  roads  could 
be  readily  seen.  Rather  than  repairing  certain  of  these  weak 
spots  back  in  their  former  condition  it  was  advisable  to  im- 
prove? them  so  as  to  eliminate  future  washouts. 

Snow  Removal  and  Sanding — By  the  State  law,  all  this  expense  must 
come  out  of  the  General  Fund,  more  about  this  item  appears 
in  the  Selectmen's  Report.  In  addition  there  is  a  State  aid  of 
$50.00  per  mile  of  selected  highways,  required  to  be  matched 
by  the  Town. 

Surplus  Commodities — This  expense  has  increased  to  $5  50.00  due 
to  receiving  larger  stocks  of  commodities. 

W.P.A.  Road  Projects — The  greater  part  of  the  difference  in  cost 
between  this  year  and  last  was  due  to  the  fact  that  last  year 
the  Government  contributed  about  $2  300  to  material  and  truck 
costs. 

W.P.A.  Sewing — The  costs  of  materials  for  19  40  amounted  to  con- 
siderably more  than  in  19  39,  as  you  may  observe  in  the  follow- 
ing report.  The  reason  for  such  an  increase  is  the  fact  that  in 
1940  the  Federal  Gov't,  required  that  a  stipulated  amount  of 
yardage  be  turned  out  by  each  sewer  each  month.  In  19  39  no 
definite  amount  of  turn-over  was  required.  Consequently  the 
production  was  increased  considerably,  automatically  increasing 
the  expense  for  materials. 

Blister  Rust — The  Town  furnishes  transportation  for  workers  only. 

Skating  Rink— Additional  supplies  and  the  furnishing  of  some  labor 
accounts  for  the  increased  cost.

Blissville 

When  this  project  is  completed  it  will  consist  of  widening  and 
improving  alignment  and  grade  from  U.S.  4  to  the  Poultney  Town 
line.  Work  was  carried  on  through  the  winter  and  into  the  sum- 
mer until  July,  which  nearly  completed  the  project.  Work  was 
started  again  in  Jan.  this  winter. 

Hubbardton — State  Route  30 

From  July  until  Nov.  all  of  the  Castleton  gang  worked  on  a 
State  sponsored  project  in  Hubbardton  on  State  route  30. 

E.  Hubbardton  Road 

Two  bridges  and  concrete  box  culverts  were  constructed 
through  State  Sponsorship  on  the  E.  Hubbardton  road  in  Castleton. 

McRae  Road 

This  project  started  in  Nov.  and  is  still  in  progress.  It  con- 
sists of  widening,  and  impr6ving  grade  and  alignment,  graveling 
and  improving  drainage,  from  U.S.  4  to  route  No.  30.

W.P.A.  COMMUNITY  SERVICE  PROGRAM 

Six  workers  were  employed  by  the  W.P.A.  office  for  work  on 
the  skating  rink  and  other  recreational  projects,  at  an  expense,  to 
the  Federal  Government,  of  $105  3.50  for  labor.  Three  workers 
were!  furnished  for  Library  assistance,  at  a  cost  to  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment of  $468.60. 
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BLISTER  RUST  CONTROL 

The  Town  of  Castleton  has  approximately  3,200  acres  of  white 
pine,  which  is  more  than  any  other  town  west  of  the  Green  Moun- 
tain Range.  The  pine  has  an  estimated  value  of  about  $79,000 
which  does  not  include  the  value  of  the  protection  it  gives  to 
streams,  soils,  watersheds,  or  its  valuable  addition  to  the  scenery, 
which  is  an  important  factor  in  the  town  due  to  its  popular  summer 
resort  centers. 

White  Pine  Blister  Rust  is  a  fatal  fungus  disease  which  can  be 
controlled  only  by  removing  all  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes 
within  9  00  feet  of  where  the  white  pine  stands.  Small  areas  were 
eradicated  in  Castleton  as  early  as  19  2  2  but  during  the  years  19  3  7. 
1938  and  1939  the  eradication  work  in  the  town  was  completed 
using  W.P.A.  employees  on  an  emergency  relief  project.  Although 
all  initial  eradication  work  has  been  completed,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  make  inspections  from  time  to  time  and,  if  conditions 
justify  it,  re-work  the  areas  found  to  be  in  need  of  additional- 
eradication  work. 

The  Blister  Rust  Control  project  uses  only  W.P.A.  employees 
and  eligible  Castleton  men  in  varying  numbers  were  used  during 
the  entire  year  of  January  1,  19  40  to  December  31,  19  40.  During 
most  of  the  periods  January  1st  to  April  30th  and  September  21st 
to  December  31,  1940,  two  Castleton  men  were  employed  on  map- 
ping work  which  is  conducted  during  the  fall,  winter  and  early 
spring  months.  During  the  period  May  1st  to  September  20,  19  40, 
which  we  term  the  eradication  season,  an  average  of  about  sixteen 
men  were  employed  from  the  Town  of  Castleton. 

During  the  calendar  year  1940  a  total  of  $4,266.44  of  Federal 
W.P.A.  money  was  paid  to  Castleton  men  assigned  to  the  White 
Pine  Blister  Rust  Control  project.  The  Town  of  Castleton  furnished 
transportation  for  these  men  at  a  total  cost  of  $243.00  for  the  en- 
tire eradication  season. 

As  all  necessary  eradication  work  in  the  town  of  Castleton  was 
completed  during  the  19  39  eradication  season,  the  Castleton  men 
worked  the  entire  19  40  season  in  the  town  of  Hubbardton.  During 
the  19  40  season  the  Castleton  crews  removed  the  currant  and  goose- 
berry bushes  from  4,3  5  0  acres  of  land  in  the  town  of  Hubbardton.

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TOWN  MANAGER'S  MESSAGE 

As  new  comers  to  your  community,  Mrs.  Davis  and  myself  are 
happy  to  have  the  privilege  of  sharing  your  community  life  and 
it  is  our  desire  to  be  of  service  by  working  with  and  sharing  your 
many  social,  civic  and  other  community  problems. 

As  your  Town  Manager,  since  I  have  only  recently  taken  up 
my  duties  here,  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  make  many  recom- 
mendations. It  is  my  intention  in  this  message  to  simply  point  out 
the  results  of  my  observations  during  the  past  two  months. 

I  have  noted  a  marked  interest  in  Town  affairs  by  the  Town's 
people,  which  indicates  a  healthy  condition,  and  I  trust  it  will 
continue  so.     I  pledge  my  cooperation  to  maintain  such  interest. 

Castleton  is  not  primarily  an  industrial  Town,  while  the  Staso 
and  the  slate  concerns  give  considerable  assistance  from  a  tax 
standpoint,  we  need  an  industry  employing  a  small  number  of  both 
men  and  women  that  will  bring  in  some  outside  money.  Our  re- 
sort section  is  of  very  valuable  assistance  during  the  Summer 
months,  but  we  need  some  industry  to  assist  unemployed  citizens 
through  the  balance  of  the  year.  It  is  my  desire  to  do  what  I 
can  to  relieve  this  situation. 

I  believe  the  bonding  of  the  Town  is  a  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion toward  putting  Castleton  finances  on  a  sound  basis. 

I  would  like  to  emphasize  a  point  which  the  Selectmen  have 
mentioned  in  their  report.  Winter  Maintenance  is  fast  becoming 
very  expensive,  with  the  increased  demands  for  sanding  and  snow 
removal.  It  is  my  observation  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise 
more  money  by  taxation  if  you  demand  that  all  our  roads  be  kept 
free  from  snow  and  thoroughly  sanded. 

I  hesitate  to  ask  you  to  spend  your  money,  but  I  do  not  see 
how  we  can  avoid  the  expense  of  a  new  road  grader  this  Spring. 
The  two  graders  we  have  at  present  are  badly  worn  and  very  un- 
economical to  use. 

My  report  is  necessarily  short  this  year,  but  with  the  assistance 
and  cooperation  of  Town  Officers  and  citizens  I  hope  to  carry  on  the 
Town's  business  in  a  manner  this  coming  year  that  will  be  a  credit 
to  us  all.

To  the  Citizens  of  Castleton: 

A  summary  of  the  educational  progress  in  your  schools  during 
the  past  six  years  pays  tribute  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  Supt.  Winn 
L.  Taplin,  who  relinquished  his  duties  here  to  serve  in  the  same 
work  at  Bennington,  Vermont. 

An  effort  should  be  made  to  retain  all  important  practices  that 
have  shown  good  results  in  school  improvements,  methods,  and 
objectives  during  the  past  years,  and  to  strive  for  continued  develop- 
ment by  maintaining  our  schools  according  to  acceptable  standards. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  forwarded  to  your 
Town  Treasurer,  the  sum  of  $4,325.83  in  state  aid  for  the  school 
year  ending.  June  30,  19  40.  The  purpose  of  our  system  of  state 
aid  is  to  help  equalize  educational  opportunities  for  our  children  in 
all  parts  of  Vermont  and  to  assist  schools  in  reaching  and  keeping  up 
to  the  minimum  qualifications  of  good  current  practice  in  education. 
Preferential  purposes  for  the  local  expenditure  of  state  aid  include 
rural  teachers'  salaries,  advanced  instruction,  transportation  and 
supervision,  as  well  as  the  improvement  of  school  buildings  and  vo- 
cational education. 

When  schools  opened  in  September  it  was  expected  that  there 
would  be  enough  pupils  attending  Pencil  Mill  School  to  assure  main- 
taining it  in  session  for  the  year.  The  enrollment  dropped  to  four 
by  the  first  week  in  November  and  so  the  school  was  closed  and  th-> 
teacher  and  scholars  transferred  to  the  Hydeville  School.  This 
adjustment  linked  up  well  with  the  Hydeville  situation,  because  of 
the  surplus  pupils  going  there  from  the  over-crowded  Corners  and 
Meadowbrook  Schools. 

Standardization  work  is  being  done  by  a  W.P.A.  project  at  the 
Corners  School  to  construct  a  basement,  with  a  place  for  community 
and  school  activities;  kitchen  space;  furnace  and  fuel  room;  water 
and  pump  room;  additional  classroom  area;  and  new  toilet  facili- 
ties. The  P.T.A.  and  building  committee  are  active  in  carrying  out 
the  project,  with  considerable  financial  aid  coming  from  that  source. 
The  school  grounds  will  be  further  landscaped  with  material  from 
the  excavation.  The  P.T.A.  has  sponsored  hot  lunches,  an  eye  and 
dental  clinic,  and  the  usual  seasonal  events. 

At  the  Hydeville  School,  the  grades  were  divided  into  divisions 
1-2,  3-4,  5-6,  and  7-8.  The  vacant  room  was  repaired  to  meet 
classroom  needs.  There  is  still  the  problem  of  equipping  the  school 
with  fire  escapes  and  some  means  should  be  found  to  do  this.  The 
Parent-Teacher  Club  has  furnished  hot  lunches;  sponsored  an  eye 
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clinic  and  corrections;  and  conducted  various  programs. 

The  Meadowbrook  School  has  benefited  from  a  very  active  P.T.A. 
They  have  sponsored  several  things,  including  school  lunches,  wel- 
fare, and  a  lively  program  for  the  year.  Since  this  school  is  used 
as  a  demonstration  school,  the  enrollment  has  been  kept  at  3  0 
pupils.  An  average  of  8  pupils  have  been  going  to  Hydeville  to  re- 
duce the  overcrowded  condition  at  Meadowbrook.  Minor  repairs 
and  some  equipment  are  needed  at  this  school. 

Future  adjustments  at  the  Village  Sshool  should  include  mak- 
ing use  of  basement  space  for  a  room  where  school  lunches  could  be 
served.  The  room  could  be  used  for  meetings  and  for  classes  in 
special  activities  and  would  be  located  conveniently  near  the  pre- 
sent kitchen.  The  office  has  been  equipped  with  furniture,  paid  for 
from  the  teachers'  fund.  Special  donations  have  been  the  means 
cf  supplying  the  kitchen  with  equipment  and  furnishing  supplies  to 
go  with  the  surplus  commodities  for  hot  lunches.  Some  repairs  to 
the  basement  should  be  done  this  year. 

At  the  North  Breton  School,  a  "bee"  was  held  to  decorate  and 
rearrange  the  basement  to  that  the  hot  lunch  program  could'  be 
carried  out.  The  Community  Club  has  sponsored  a  share  in  this. 
The  furnace  has  been  over-hauled  and  repaired  with  good  results. 
Other  minor  repairs,  and  some  equipment,  are  needed  at  this  school. 

The  enrollment  at  West  Castleton  has  remained  constant. 
Some  repairs  to  the  furnace  and  building  are  needed'. 

Surplus  commodities  have  been  available  to  all  schools  for 
carrying  out  lunch  programs.  Hot  lunch  workers  have  been  help- 
ing at  four  of  the  schools,  where  suitable  equipment  was  on  hand 
to  meet  requirements.  The  program  has  been  enlarged  to  serve 
a  definite  purpose  in  the  matter  of  school  health,  good  habits,  and 
group  responsibility.  The  local  sponsors  furnish  one-fourth  and 
federal  sources  three-fourths  of  the  supplies. 

The  playground  apparatus  at  all  of  the  schools  needs  repair- 
ing and1  replacement.  A  saving  will  be  realized  if  this  can  be  done 
before  further  depreciation  results. 

Under  the  guidance  of  the  district  music  supervisor,  Mrs.  Alice 
H.  Nichols,  music  has  continued  to  be  an  important  part  of  the 
school  experience  of  each  pupil.  All  grades  and  rural  schools  have 
had  note  reading,  ear  training,  eye  training,  rhythm  rotation,  and 
music  vocabulary.  In  addition  to  this  there  has  been  a  program  of 
music  appreciation,  presentation  of  operettas,  and  participation  of 
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pupils  at  various  functions  during  each  year.  The  Corners  School 
gave  a  broadcast  of  Christmas  Carols  over  Station  W.S.Y.B.  Each 
teacher  aids  in  carrying  out  a  helpful  program  in  music  as  courses 
are  outlined  and  integrated  by  the  supervisor. 

Standard  tests  are  being  given  in  all  of  the  schools  as  a  mea- 
sure of  their  efficiency  and  as  a  means  of  adjusting  routine  educa- 
tional practices. 

Reference  to  accompanying  tables  reveals  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  our  school,  average  costs,  receipts,  and  enrollments.  To- 
continue  at  present  standards  a  tax  rate  of  $1.65  is  recommended. 

We  appreciate  the  respective  help  that  the  teachers,  parents, 
and  various  individuals  and  groups  have  rendered  during  the  year 
in  the  interests  of  our  schools.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  LIBRARY 

This  year  the  same  plan  as  last  year  was  continued,  opening  the 
library  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons  and  evenings  in  the 
warm  weather  and  in  cold  weather,  on  Friday  and  Saturday. 

The  work  of  cataloging  and  rearranging  the  books  has  been 
carried  on  with  the  help  of  Josephine  Graziano  last  spring  and  of 
Louise  Daniels  this  winter.    These  were  paid  from  federal  funds. 

The  trustees  of  the  library  wish  to  express  their  appreciation 
of  the  gift  of  $100.00  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Eliza  Griswold. 
This  has  been  placed  in  the  Allen  Bank  with  other  trust  funds. 
The  interest  from  these  trust  funds  has  been  very  useful  this  year 
as  there  were  unusual  expenses — repairs  to  the  furnace  and  to  the 
roof,  and  a  very  thorough  cleaning.  It  would  have  been  difficult 
to  have  met  these  obligations  without  the  interest  from  the  trust 
funds  and  the  balance  carried  over  last  year. 

It  was  also  necessary  to  pay  two  insurance  premiums  for  three 
years. 

The  patrons  of  the  library  as  well  as  the  trustees  are  grateful 
to  our  good  friends  who  contribute  books  and  especially  to  Mr. 
Alexander  Woollcott  for  his  very  generous  contributions  of  books 
and  for  the  magazines  which  he  gave  us  for  three  years. 

Now,  many  people  enjoy  the  reading  room  section  and  we  feel 
sure  that  more  people  in  town  would  find  pleasure  in  their  public 
library  if  they  visited  it  more  often. 

The  librarian  is  glad  to  borrow  books  from  the  Book  Wagon 
if  there  are  requests  for  books  not  found  on  the  shelves. 

The  pupils  of  the  Village  School  have  had  the  benefit  of  a 
story  hour  conducted  by  the  Normal  School  students  on  Friday 
afternoons. 

The  children's  books  are  in  great  demand.  Gifts  of  books  for 
children  and  young  people  are  always  welcomed.

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REPORT  OF  AUDITORS 

We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  various  Town  Officers 
with  the  Treasurer  and  found  them  correct  with  a  few  minor  adjust- 
ments. 

We  wish  to  make  the  following  suggestions:  (1)  That  the 
Town  Manager  System  be  continued.  We  feel  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  any  board  of  selectmen  to  spend  the  time  now  necessary 
to  properly  handle  the  town  affairs.  This  in  our  opinion  requires 
a  full  time  man  who  has  been  trained  for  this  type  of  work.  (2) 
That  town  vote  to  use  delinquent  taxes  to  pay  the  required  $3,000 
on  bonded  debt  as  well  as  for  payment  of  interest  on  such  bonds  and 
also  interest  on  temporary  loans. 

We  feel  that  the  credit  for  the  bonding  of  our  Town  debt  which 
saves  the  Town  about  $1000  yearly  in  interest  charges,  should  be 
given  to  the  Town  Manager  System.  (3)  That  the  voters  act  favor- 
ably on  article  in  the  Warning  regarding  holding  the  annual  School 
District  meeting  separate  from  the  March  Town  meeting. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  various  town  offi- 
cials for  their  cooperation  in  assisting  us  in  compiling  this  report.
